INTRODUCTION. 



THBRii: is but one way of remembering anything, and that is by associating the 
idea of the thing to be remembered with some other idea abready familiar. 
This is true even when anything is learnt by rote. The learner constantly repeats 
a set of sounds until the first suggests the second, and so on. The ear is chiefly 
relied on. 

It is true also when anything is learnt by inspection. The subject suggests a 
certain sheet or page, one part of which suggests another, and so on. The eye 
is mainly engaged. 

The best associations are those which depend upon ratiocination. Such are 
those offered in this work. 

Hence it follows that the "Key" should be learnt by observing its rationale, 
and that the learner, before attempting to learn the mnemonical lines, should be supplied 
with such information as will enable him to see clearly their appropriateness. 

An example of the mode of using these lines can hardly be needed. However, 
suppose the date of Charles I is wanted. His name suggests the contest between 
Cavaliers and Roundheads, and that the latter fought for religious and political 
liberty. This suggests the line "Houndheads Shall Be Free," and then It sug- 
gests 1 ; S, 6 ; B, 2 ; F, 6.

The retentive power of the Meiaory is in proportion to 
the clearness of the impression printed upon the Mind by 
various facts and ideas.

The deatness of the impression depends upon the 
degree of interest tajten by us in the facts under considera- 
tion. A listless student may fail to recollect simple tables 
in connection with his prescribed work, and yet be an 
authority on the statistics of Sporting. A merchant may 
remember the prices of hundreds of commodities, a poli- 
tician the speeches and the vmes of his associates, and yet 
"neither of them be able to quote accurately a familiar text 
«f Scripture. The facts that men remember are those in 
which they take an interest. 

The weakness of the old practice of learning lessons 
hy Repetition lies in the fact that it fails to awaken interest. 
It is a slow, burdensome and mechanical method, and has 
rightly been discarded by the advocates of Education for 
.a more rational system. Arouse a pupil's interest in a 
lesson and he will learn it. Make the wutk fascinating and 
he will remember. 

Facts learned by Observation are interesting, and 
consequently the impression made is a lasting one. Horace 
*mphasises the power of the Visual Memory in words which 
may be translated thus; — 

"Sounds that address the ear are lost and die 
In one short hour; but that which strikes the eye 
Lives long upon the mind | the faithful sight 
Engraves the knowledge with a beam of light." 

This truth is recognised universally in modern days. 
Teachers realise that far more is learned of the position of 
opes, rivers, and cities by a careful study of the map than 
bv verbal description. They know that no account, however 
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rHENRT VII

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vivid, can render the posilion and movements of troops on 
the battlefield so clear as a plan of the battle will do. The 
propositions of Euclid, the constellations of Astronomy, the 
formation of leaves and flowers in Botany, and the struc- 
ture of the human body in Physiology are more readily 
learned and remembered by' the aid of figures and dia- 
grams. This is the day of object-lessons and visual 
impressions. The Eye notices ; the Eye is interested ; the 
Eye "engraves the knowledge with a beam of light." The 
host of images the eye can recall is almost incredible — the 
faces of friends ; the picturesque scenery of land and sea, 
hills and valleys, rivers and woods, the busy streets of 
town and city, books and pictures, people and places every- 
where. The Leeds Memory Method is based upon the 
power of the Visual Memory, The eye of the mind is 
taught to discern and retain the lesson both as a whole 
and in all its details as steadily as a map and as clear as 
a landscape. 

The Leeds Method teaches us to convert each and 
every lesson into a visible picture.

The average man finds it easier to remember words 
than to recall figures, and because of this fact Mnemo- 
tecbnisis have produced what are called Figure Alphabets. 
U'inckelmann, who flourished in the Seventeenth Century, 
made known that which he called the "most fertile secret" 
in Mnemonics — namely, the art of employing letters of the 
alphabet to represent fii-ures. In Ihe year 1730 Richard
